PROGRESSIVE SQUARES TAIN'T HI LEVEL. 
THE LADDER HELPS THE SHORT GUY! 
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Once again I have just returned 
from a convention as 1 write this 
column. This time it is the New England 
SQ&RDC, the one that filled the last 
weekend of April in Manchester, NH. I 
have commented with appreciation for 
the committees that run these events 
many times before. They work hard 
and receive little enough praise. The 
committee for this convention, how- 
ever, went way beyond the call of duty. 
They showed us all how to do it right. 

Those of you who left the conven- 
tion in 2000, held in that same facility, 
had appreciated the under-one-roof 
part. It was really nice to be able to 
walk to all the halls und the exhibitors 
indoors. You also had some serious 
reservations about the sound. Rooms 
had to be changed and in a couple of 
halls the sound "bleed" from the 
adjoining hall made hearing difficult. 
The committee promised they would 
fix it for this year - and they did. 

In fact, | still find it hard to believe 
they could fix it so well. 1 have heard 
complaints about the sound for square 
dancing in similar exhibition halls for 
decades. People always come home 
from the National when it is held in that 
kind of facility complaining that they 
had trouble hearing the caller in all the 
halls. It is part of the folk-lore of our 
activity that convention/exhibition fa- 
cilities can never be made satisfactory 
for square dancing- no matter what the 
committee promises. 

Well it's time to put that rumor to 
bed. This committee made good on the 
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in one hall listening to Shawn Cuddy 
with my back to the curtain that 
separated it from the adjoining hall 
where another program was being 
called. Even when Shawn stopped I 
could barely hear the sound from the 
hall at my back. It was so quiet I had to 
look to see what kind of wall it was. 

The answer is that there was not 
just a curtain or two. It was that - two 
curtains of heavy theater-type material 
- but the space between the two 
curtains had been filled with a zig zag 
panel of soundproofing wall board that 
went all the way to the ceiling. Where 
pipes came through, à hole had been 
cut - and then plugged and taped after 
the panel was fitted around the pipe. A 
sound consultant told them that's what 
they would have to do - and they did it. 

It wasn't easy. Many members of the 
committee spent the better part of two 
days picking up the material and building 
those panels. And then they spent most of 
the night before the convention putting 
them in place. This is dedication - and 
hard work - way beyond anything we 
could reasonably ask of a convention 
committee. Square dancers, however, are 
not just ordinary people. Those who 
volunteer to put on a convention for the 
rest of us are very special, 

There's goingto be another conven- 
tion next year. It will be in Sturbridge, 
MA on the last weekend of April. Do 
yourself a favor. Plan now to go to that 
convention and see what miracles a 
hard working committee can produce.

Your club’s 2001 marketing program 
should be in full swing by now. Many 
clubs start their marketing campaign 
with the many community parades and 
festivals during the summer. Remem- 
ber that marketing is made up of four 
different activities - PUBLIC RELA- 


TIONS, PUBLICITY, ADVERTISING 
AND SELLING. For your marketing 


program to be effective you need to 
have action in all four areas. For ex- 
ample, if you just participate in an In- 
dependence Day parade, you are doing 
PUBLICITY WORK. If you pass out in- 
formation sheets you are doing AD- 
VERTISING work. If you have dancers 
working the crowds talking to people, 
you are doing SELLING work. 

Let's not forget PUBLIC RELA- 
TIONS. If we volunteer to be part of 
the parade committee, etc. we are do- 
ing Public Relations work. One of the 
most effective Public Relations activi- 
ties a square dance club can get in- 
volved in is the "Adopt a Highway" 
program. Usually a sign will be 
erected along the shoulder of the road 
saying that your club has volunteered 
{0 keep this section of the highway 
free of litter. 

Need other Public Relations ideas? 
How about sponsoring ог 
co-sponsoring a baseball tournament? 
How about sponsoring a Little League 
team? How about helping run the 
county or parish fair? Every commu- 
nity has a variety of activities planned

for the summer months AND they need 
help putting them on in a successful 
manner. Why not get your club involved 
by letting your community know that 
your square dance club cares about the 
community and wants to help. 

Your marketing investments always 
pay off. You have to be visible all sum- 
mer long for best results, People make 
decisions based on an accumulation of 
positive or negative impressions. 
Don't get discouraged if you don't suc- 
ceed right away. It takes time - ideas 
have to gel in people's minds. 

We know of one club in Wausau, 
Wisconsin, Country Corners Square 
Dance Club, who had only six people 
in their new dancer program last fall. 
They started another new dancer pro- 
gram this spring with 31 new dancers! 
Can you imagine having almost four 
squares of new dancers? Country Cor- 
ners used the Regional Fair as their 
primary recruiting tool as well as con- 
tacting home schoolers. 

We received a lot of positive calls 
and letters about our recent comments 
in this column about our activity's de- 
clining numbers and our poor new 
dancer retention rate. If one charts 
the attendance at the National Square 
Dance Convention, you will see à very 
clear picture of our "declining num- 
bers." The same can be done with your 
state or provincial convention. Here 
in Wisconsin, we have had an approxi- 
mate 75% drop in attendance over a

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twenty year time frame. The National 
conventions show similar downward 
trends. What is the common denomi- 
nator for this tremendous loss of danc- 
ers? The answer is simple; we are not 
getting and retaining enough new danc- 
ers to replace people that drop out for 
health reasons, deaths, etc. 

So why are we not getting and re- 
taining more dancers? LEGACY sur- 
veys in the past point out that “too 
much to learn” and “attire” are the 
two negative biggies. Clubs have 
pretty much solved the attire problem 
where casual dress is acceptable. Some 
clubs simply don't have a dress code. 
They want everybody to come dance 
with them regardless of what they de- 
cide to wear to the danee. Some clubs 
are now saying that they are a Main- 
stream club and are proud of it. Some 
clubs have dropped the Plus program 
and have gone back to Mainstream. 
However, in summary, clubs can't do 
much about the "too much to learn" 
problem. The callers and their organi- 
zations need to make the necessary 
improvements to reduce the amount of 


what has to be learned to be able to 
dance reasonably well at elub dances. 

Our marketing has improved tre- 
mendously in recent years. We are get- 
ting more prospects into our new 
dancer programs BUT WE ARE NOT 
RETAINING THEM. Within three 
years, 75% of the new dancers are no 
longer dancing; more than 25% leave 
the first year. What are we doing 
wrong? What can we do to change this 
terrible trend? What are your sugges- 
tions? What sacrifices are you willing 
{о make to get square dancing growing 
again? Please send your comments and 
ideas to the ASD editors or to us. 

Enjoy the summer and include those 
new dancers in your summer activities.

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Observation and Opinion 


In my few years of square dancing 
one thing has become very obvious. 
There are many older dancers who are 
incapable of physically participating 
in our recreation at the pace and 
complexity at which many callers call. 
Many of these older dancers have been 
dancing for years, are mentally still 
acute, however, their physical abilities 
to execute the calls has waned. At 
several recent dances, squares in 
which older dancers were dancing 
constantly broke down. I am sure that 
you readers can relate to such 
situations, both as an older dancer 
and those who were victims of a 
broken square. 

What is the answer? Dancing in a 
square that constantly breaks down 
beeause the physical limitations of 
some dancers is a source of real 
frustration to younger and more agile 
dancers, purticularly if they are 
relatively new to square dancing. If the 
frustration level gets high enough, 
these younger dancers may уегу well 
abandon square dancing, which does 
not bode well for our future. Well, the 
caller can call at а rate that can 
accommodate the abilities of the older 
dancer, but at what cost - boring the 
younger dancers to tears. Not a 


desirable approach. How much bore- 
dom will it take to drive the younger

Hey, we're in the middle of vacation 
time for most people, so I have a great 
project for you to whip up. It'll come in 
handy to carry those miscellaneous 
items around from place to place or to 
use just for your dancing needs, Make 
one in your club colors, one to match 
an outfit or even in some wild print just 
for the fun of it. It really doesn't take 
much time, matter of fact you could eut 
and sew two just about as quickly as 
one. We're talking TOTE BAG. This is 
really easier than it looks and can be 
made from a variety of fabrics, I've 
made two using just left over fabric, 
there's a use for that stash again, and 
then 1 made one using the nylon flag 
fabric. They can be made in any size 
you want; just remember that the 
handles must be able to hold up to the 
weight of how you will be using the bag. 
In other words, if making a large bag, 
use heavier fabric and then make sure 
the handles are strong enough to hold 
the weight. Usually the larger bags 
need а handle made with 4 layers of 
fabric. Don't worry, your machine will 
be able to sew through the thick fabric 
as long as you use the proper needle. 
The heavier, thicker the fabric, the 
larger the needle number. For example, 
use a № 9 for lightweight fabrics, No. 
11 for medium weight fabrics, and No. 
14 or 16 for heavy weight fabrics. The 
best bet is to try the needle on a scrap 
of the fabric, using all thickness you will 
be sewing on, and if it sews a great 
stitch, then you have the right needle. 
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Just remem- 
ber to not 
rush it when 
you are sew- 
ing multiple layers. 

1/2 to 1 yard of fabric (depends on the 
size of the tote you want to make) 

Webbing for handles, about 1 yard 
(or use the fabric for handles) 

For a medium size tote: 
Cut a 36"x 18" piece 
of fabric. 

Cut two 18" 
lengths of webbing 
for handles or for 
self-fabric handles 
cut four 3" x 33" 
strips of fabric. 

With right sides 
together, stitch by 
using a 5/8" seam 
allowance and then 
stitching again 1/4" 
from the raw edges. 

For self-fabric 
handles, turn under on long sides and 
stitch close to the edge and again on 
fold. 

With right sides together and 
matching raw edges, pin and then stitch 
strap 4" from side seams. 

Fold down top edge by turning in 1" 
and then turning in 1" again. 

Pin. 

Stitch down the handles and top 
edge by stitching on fold and top edge. 

This makes a round bottom tote. If 
you want to make a square bottom

T. grilling season is the time to look for new barbecue sauces. I have found 


a trio of bastes you might like to try. 


Basic Barbecue Sauce 

This is a tart-sweet tomatoey 
barbecue sauce and cooks to a glaze 
with a slightly caramelized taste. 
1 TBSP salad oil 
1/4 C finely chopped onion 
1 can (8 oz.) tomato sauce 
2 1/2 TBSP firmly packed brown sugar 
2 1/2 TBSP red wine vinegar 
4 tsp Worcestershire sauce 
1/4 to 1/2 tsp cracked pepper 

Heat oil in a 1-2 quart pan over 
medium heat. Add onion and cook, 
stirring until soft. Stir in tomato sauce, 
sugar, vinegar, Worcestershire sauce 
and pepper. Bringto a boil; then reduce 
heat and simmer uncovered until 
thickened. Use to baste chicken during 
last 20-30 minutes of barbecuing. 


Buttery Burbecue Sauce 
The heat producing ingredients 
only give a hint of fire. Lemon and 
vinegar add a pleasant tang; the butter 
keeps the meat moist. 
1/2 C (1/4 Ib.) butter or margarine 
{ large minced garlic clove 
1/4 C minced onion 
3 TBSP catsup 
2 TBSP each minced parsley, lemon 
juice and wine vinegar 
1 tsp each dry mustard and liquid hot 
pepper seasoning (optional) 
1/8 tsp ground red pepper (cayenne) 
1/4 C beer 
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Meit butter in 2 quart saucepan 
over medium heat. Add garlie and 
onion and cook, stirring until onion is 
soft. Stir in catsup, parsley, lemon 
juice, vinegar, mustard, hot spices and 
beer. Bring to a boil, reduce heat and 
simmer, uncovered until flavors blend 


{about 5 minutes). Use to baste 
chicken the last 30 minutes of 
barbecuing. 


Green Onion Butter 
1/2 С (1/4 Ib.) butter or margarine 
1 1/2 TBSP each finely chopped parsley 
& minced green onion (including top) 
1 1/2 teaspoons each dry mustard & 
fines herbes 
1/8 teaspoons each garlic powder & 
liquid hot pepper seasoning 
Dash of pepper 
In a small pan, melt butter. Remove 
from heat; stir in parsley, onion, 
mustard, fines herbes, garlic powder, 
hot pepper seasoning and pepper. Use 
10 baste chicken throughout cooking.

PLEASE TEACH OUR 
CHILDREN TO SQUARE DANCE 


Nowadays I am 61 years old. And it 
was not until I was 60 that | became 
addicted to square dancing. I say 
“addicted” because [ need to do it at 
least once every week. My wife and | 
have been involved now for nearly two 
years and we both feel that we will be 
square dancing forever. 

I'm trying to remember when 1 was 
introduced to a few of the rudiments of 
square dancing. It may have been in 
elementary school or high school, but it 
was never emphasized and was soon 
almost entirely forgotten. That's a 
shame, because if it had been taught 
through high school, I can assure you it 
would have become a mainstay for me 
and for millions of my contemporaries. 

I say "a shame" because square 
dancing is excellent exercise (though 
not exhausting), and delightful fun 
socially. You dance with vour partner 
primarily, but also with many others 
for a few moments off and on. Slowly, 
you come to be friends with the other 
dancers, especially if you stay with a 
group of 20 to 100 people, moving 
between squares of eight people for a 
year or more. 

As things stand, there is a devoted 
minority which square dance, not only 
in this country, but all over the world, 
and wherever it is done, English is its 
language, so utterly American are its 
origins. In many towns of Massachu- 
setts (as in all other states) there are 
square dance clubs. Ours is called 
"Square Riggers" and our group meets 
every Tuesday evening in St. Andrew's 
Church in Wellesley, for a beginners’

class and a more advanced class. We 
have a superb “caller” named Everett 
Mackin, who teaches us the steps and 
calls them out to music and also in the 
form of songs. 

The “caller” is the key. He must be 
able to sing (though not necessarily as 
well as John Denver), to remember the 
positions of the couples in each square, 
and have sufficient humor so that if 
something goes wrong he can correct it 
in a light-hearted way. Our caller 
teaches both beginners and intermedi- 
ates. Everett has more songs than even 
he can name, which he has adapted for 
calling. Many of them are well-known 
songs, others appear to have been his 
creations. My favorite is his hilarious 
"Miekey Mouse," but others in our 
group prefer his “Jambolai” or “Ten- 
nessee Waltz" or "Your Cheating 
Heart" or "Apple Blossom Time" or 
"Teddy Bear" or another of the many 
songs Everett sings. Other callers have 
other songs, and they can be heard at 
weekend dances in almost every region 
of the country all year. 

Many kinds of songs can be adapted 
for square dance calling. The calls, or 
instructions to the dancers, are simply 
inserted between the lines of the song, 
often producing a lovely or droll effect, 
depending on the talents and mood of 
the caller, As for the music itself, many 
varieties can be used, ranging from 
country to folk to rock to almost any 
other kind one could imagine. 

This sense of variety suffuses the 
square dance experience. The variety

anyone of any age can, with practice, 
learn the many entertaining steps and 
enjoy dancing them. 

The miracle is that you get to be an 
integral and vital part of a group, even if 
you are "shy," even if you are not a 
"good athlete," not a "good dancer," 
even if you have no particular musical- 
ity or gift for memorization. If you are a 
beginner, the more advanced square- 
dancers enjoy helping you learn (they 
are called "angels", which seemed odd 
to me until I saw how happy they are to 
share the pleasures of square dancing 
with new-comers). 

But again, it would beso much better 
if all children in our schools were taught 
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joyful form of Americanization? I 
suppose the answer is simple: it would 
cost a bit for instruction. And we are in 
a period which has become almost 
obsessively concerned with our 
children’s English and math test- 
scores. But our society offers a 
hundred different career-paths. And it 
seems tragic that we have, in many 
places, cut back on the teaching of art, 
theater, and music. 1 believe that all 
such cultural endeavors are blessings 
to young people. But the one that could 
involve by far the most youngsters, and 
do the most to bring them into a lasting 
and pleasurable group activity — is 
square dancing.

NOTES 


Square dancing will never die! Why? 
Because good things can't be stopped 
and square dancingis a good thing. Also 
square dancing is changing from the 
grass roots level - the club level - and 
working its way up to the top. 

The caller, CALLERLAB or ACA 
doesn't determine what program will be 
called at a typical club dance. The 
dancers in the audience determine 
which program will be called. The caller 
usually uses the first two tips lo 
determine what the group can handle 
and then calls the evening dance 
accordingly. If he or she doesn't use this 
technique, it will be a long night and 
odds are good vou will not be hired back. 

Dancers want to dance successfully 
and do not want to workshop all night. 
However some callers, when they 
encounter a group of dancers that are 
made up of dancers from across the 
board of talent and dancing experi- 
ence, he or she sometimes will equalize 
the hall and entertain the group with a 
workshop type dance. 

The bottom lineis that the caller is а 
facilitator. He or she facilitates the 
daneers to entertain themselves by 
providing the medium to have fun. 

This is why square dancing will 
never die. Clubs will come and go but 
square dancing at the grass roots 
level will always be here for our 
dancing enjoyment. 

So then why are our numbers still

declining if square dancing is such a 
good thing? The real level at club 
dancing is various versions of Main- 
stream. Yes, we could even call it “Soft 
Mainstream," “Easy Mainstream," etc. 
- just like we refer to the various levels 
in the Plus Program. The club dancers 
have fun and other levels of square 
dancing seldom come up in the 
chitchat around the dance floor. 

So, again, what is causing us to lose 
our dancers? The problem begins at 
the Club of the Month Dance and/or 
your Area Jamboree Dances. A wider 
cross section of dancers from all clubs 
in the area, dance at the Club of the 
Month Dance or Area Jamborees. What 
happens? The callers and leaders try to 
please everybody and have one or two 
Plus tips during the dance. 

The new dancers (recent gradu- 
ates) find out the hard way that “the 
learning is not over with" and that they 
received nothing more than an intro- 
duction to square dancing during the 
new dancer dances that they have been 
attending for most of the fall and 
winter. They quickly realize that when 
they attend an area dance as well as 
club dances that have Plus tips, they 
will not be dancing as much as they 
would like to because of these Plus tips 
which they cannot dance. The older 
dancers do their job of telling the new 
dancers that "the fun really begins 
after you have learned the Plus calls."

The big smiles of the new dancers so 
obyious at their graduation dance have 
now turned to sad faces and the 
negative look of frustration. They say 
to themselves: “What did [ get into? 
When does the learning stop?” And 
guess what? They decide to vote with 
their feet and never come back onto the 
square dance floor. 

The Plus virus is quite successful. 
Most new dancers (700+) are gone 
within three years of their graduation. 
Sad, isn't it? What are we doing wrong? 
What can we change to keep these new 
dancers that our Marketing Programs 
are bringing in every year? Marketing 
will bring in the dancers but only you and 
Icanhelp keep the new dancers dancing. 

What lies ahead? The future is not 
good, especially for state and provin- 
cial conventions, festivals and national 
conventions. The numbers just aren't 
out there to support these special 
weekend dances. 

State conventions are hovering 
around the 1,000 attendees. Some 
have dropped into the 700's. The 
National convention has been hover- 
ing around 10,000 dancers. California 
did do better (13,007) because of the 
large base still dancing in that state. 
Their numbers are down though and 
little or new blood coming into the 
activity. The festival in Northern 
Minnesota, the Shindig, an all Plus

weekend, was canceled last year 
because of only six squares preregis- 
tered. 

Also, club attendance is down. 
Today a dance with two or three 
squares is a good turn oul. The same 
goes for area dances. An area dance 
held 20 years ago would draw 20-25 
squares, Today, an aren dance is 
considered a great dance if they get 
6+ squares. 

What has changed over this time 
frame? We all have gotten 20 years 
older. And there are fewer new dancers 
coming into the square dance scene to 
replace us older folks. 

Fear not, my friends. Square 
dancing is not going to die. The activity 
has strong roots and will survive the 
current storm, Too bad we can't learn 
from our mistakes and prevent further 
erosion of numbers. Polities won't 
allow it at the present time. But the 
necessary changes are coming. 

What are your thoughts for positive 
change? 

Till next time, happy dancing; it is a 
pleasure that will not last forever!

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Again, as I write this, I am headed for 
another convention, in fact, two conven- 
tions, I will be one of the CALLERLAB 
representatives at the ROUNDALAB 
Convention and at the National SDC in 
Anaheim at the end of June, It will be 
interesting to mix with folks from other 
areas who are involved in the non-calling 
aspects of our activity. Perhaps it will 
sway me from the opinions I find myself 
holding with increasing conviction. 

It is very clear to me that restoring 
growth to square dancing will require 
that we make major changes from the 
way square dancing is today, I think we 
all realize that it is way to difficult to 
become a confident square dancer. Our 
research reported recently at the 
CALLERLAB Convention suggests 
strongly that potential square dancers 
would like a more flexible availability. 
Even those former dancers who have left 
often wish for an easier, less demanding 
form of the activity that they loved. 

It doesn't seem to me to require 
genius to understand that an easier 
form of square dancing would allow 
people with very demanding schedules 
to enjoy most of what we find enjoyable 
without giving up all their free time. I 
don't understand why we haven't donc 
what we have to do to make easier 
square dancing available. It seems very 
simple to me. 

The club(s) in an area should help 
recruit for a class that teaches half (or 
less) of what dancers need to know to 
join one of today's clubs, Those who 


finish that program would recruit 
their friends to come and learn while 
they continue dancing with what they 
have learned. 

The “hot-shots” who want to progress 
much faster into the more complicated 
"club" version of square dancing could 
be referred to one of the existing groups 
to learn the added material.There will 
always be a few that want to go on 
rapidly but we have a huge history that 
tells us most of any new group will want 
to stay with the group and not go on - at 
least not right away. 

Most club dancers don't believe that 
anyone would want to "stay back" in 
such a halfway group. Even if they think 
someone might they certainly aren't 
going to suggest such a thing. After all, 
their club needs new blood. We have 
been unwilling to accept the fact that 
people who are pushed beyond a comfort 
level do not provide "new blood" very 
long. They go away. 

We can look to changes in society and 
life to explain our rccruiting difficulty. 
Bul we can't blame that for thousands of 
folks who left square dancing in their 
first year. That happened because it 
didn't live up to the promise that brought 
them to our class. Their square dance 
experience didn't give them what they 
eame for. Was it too complicated? Too 
little dancing? Too much club responsi- 
bility? Too many nights а week? Too 
much breakdown? My guess is that it 
was all of these things and we can fix 
them all - if we want to.

I Can Tell By The Way You Dance - STCD-1000 Matt McGinn 
A CD offering that gives the caller key choices. Rolling, continuous banjo with a 
guitar lead. Energetic piece with a boomchucka percussion line. 


Wake Up Little Suzie - СС-100 Jack Berg & Curt Braffet 
Again key choices here. A very energetic cover with a great Everly Brothers tune. 
Slick acoustical and a strong bass and percussion line. Good number for mid- 
point in one’s dance. So many choices: even harmony tracks. 


Hoedowns 

Soldiers Joy/Whirlpool Hoedown - G-12302 (Grenn) 

Soldiers Joy is a redo of an old folk and contra dance piece. It was recognized 
immediately by one of my dancers. Lots of fiddling and a snappy percussion with 
that hoedown/barn dance feel. Whirlpool Hoedown is calmer and actually seemed 
more joyful than Side A. More fiddles here with banjo accompaniment. 


Catweazle/Montrose - SNW-502 

Catweazle is a contemporary sounding hoedown with a traditional edge. There 
is an odd track that comes and goes throughout the piece but does not detract 
from the music(the voice of the catweazle perhaps?). Rolling banjo lead and a 
boomchucka beat. Montrose uses dobroes and fiddles a strong percussion line, 
and is more of a romp than Catweazle (anybody know what a catweazle 15?).

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DANCING TIPS 


by Ed Foote, 


Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania 


WHEEL AROUND: Callers will 
often call “Promenade, don't slow down, 
heads (or sides) Wheel Around”, When 
Wheel Around is called in this situation, 
is it danced smoothly? Usually not, 
because the dancers forget whether they 
are heads or sides. So either no one 
starts the Wheel Around, which results 
in a speeded-up scramble a few seconds 
later as people try to do the next call, or 
the wrong couple tries to Wheel Around, 
thereby interfering with the couple which 
is supposed to do the call and causing a 
delay in doing the subsequent call. The 
result is awkward dancing which can 
also cause the square to break down. 

Solution: Whenever the caller says 
“Promenade, don't slow down" 95% of 
the time the next call will be for 
someone to Wheel Around. Realizing 
this, the dancers should say to 
themselves “heads” or “sides” while 
they are promenading so they are 
mentally prepared for whoever is told 
to Wheel Around and can react quickly, 

it is actually the man's primary 
responsibility to know if he is a head or 
side, since he may not have his original 
partner with him, and because the girl. 
will take the identity of the man in this 








situation. However girls, recognize that 
the man may not know who he is and that 
you may have to take charge, so try and 
figure out whether the man is a head or 
side if you can during the Promenade. 

DO PASO: Do you know the true 
definition of Do Paso? Many dancers do 
not because most callers cut offthe ending 
of the call by substituting а directional 
command such as; “turn partner left to an 
allemande thar," or "turn partner by the 
left and all Promenade." 

The conclusion of a Do Paso is a 
Courtesy Turn to face in. So if the caller 
calls a Do Paso and does not change the 
ending, you will be expected to finish 
with a Courtesy Turn. 

TIMING: Want to know an easy 
way to tell which dancers are con- 
cerned about correct timing? Watch 
how they do a Grand Square. 

Dancers who swinghalfway through 
and also at the end of the call are 
eliminating 4 beats each time they 
swing, for a total of 8 beats. In order to 
eliminate these 8 beats, they have had 
to shortcut the call. 

Dancers with good timing dance 
Grand Square correctly, which means 
they do not have time to swing.

2. The minutes of the previous meeting are 
read by the Secretary. If there are no corrections 
or changes to be made, the Chair may order them 
approved as read. И changes or corrections are 
necessary, the chair calls for à vote. 

3. Officers’ reports usually cover routine 
business and may be approved as received. The 
Treasurer's report may be received by motion 
acted upon by the members but should not be 
approved until audited. This does not apply to 
small organizations or where the monies 
involved are nominal. The chairman calls for a 
vote on the acceptance or rejection of a report 
after it is given and if there are no objections, he 
rules the report be accepted as read.

Any business not concluded at the 
previous meeting is Unfinished Business and 
should be disposed of at the current meeting. 

5. When anything ts brought before the 
meeting the first time for consideration or 
action, it is done at the time of the call for 
New Business. 

Making a Motion - When making a 
motion your remarks are addressed to the 
Chairman. It is improper to make a motion 
when another member has the floor. 

Seconding the Motion - When a motion is 
made, someone should second it. Failing to 
obtain a second defeats the motion and no 
action is taken on it, The motions that do not 
require a second are: Making Nominations; 
Calling for a Division of the Assembly; 
Objection to the Consideration of a Question; 
Questions of Order; Call for Orders of the Day; 
Parliamentary Inquiry; and Leave to Withdraw 
a Motion. Even though you made a motion or 
second it, you may still vote against it, 

Discussion and Debate - When a motion 
is made and seconded, the Chairman asks for 
remarks. Discussions may be lengthy, but no 
member should speak more than twice on the 
question before others have a chance to speak. 
Some Motions are not Debatable, such as: A 
Motion to Adjourn, to Close Nominations, to 
Withdraw a Motion, or Points of Order. Main 
Motions are always debatable. 

Amending the Motion - A motion is 
amended by adding or striking out parts of 
the original motion. An amendment must 
have some relation to the motion; otherwise, 
you may introduce a new subject for 
consideration before action is taken on the 
first. This is improper, and the maker of the 
second motion should be declared out of 
order. An amendment to an amendment may 
be offered, but it must be related to the main 
motion and the first amendment. The 
members vote first on the second amend- 
ment, then on the amendment, and finally on 
the main motion. 

Withdrawing a Motion - After making a 
motion you may withdraw it by making a 
motion Io do so. This requires no second and is 
not debatable, but the withdrawal must be 
done before the chairman has stated it to the 
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meeting for discussion and vote. If he has 
stated it, the group must give its consent for 
you to withdraw it. 

Privileged Motions - You may at any 
time make a motion to adjourn or take a 
recess. These are privileged motions and 
are not debatable. They must be acted upon 
even if а main motion is pending. Before 
offering a privileged motion, you wait until 
there is clearance, rise and be recognized. 
Y ou have the right to interrupt a speaker to 
get the business back on the track. This is 
known as Call for the Orders of the Day. It 
requires no second and is not debatable or 
amendable, 

Incidental Motions - If a motion is made 
in violation of the Constitution or By-Laws, an 
objection can be raised by saying, “I rise to a 
point of order." You can also question 
Parliamentary Procedure or inquire regarding 
a point of information. This may be done even 
though another speaker has the floor. 

Subsidiary Motions - To hasten or post- 
pone action on a main motion, a motion is made 
to “lay on the table,” “postpone to a future 
date," “postpone indefinitely," “refer to a 
committee." The motions require a second. 

Appeal from Decision of the Chair - A 
motion to appeal from the decision of the 
Chairman requires a second and the meeting 
votes on your appeal. If the result is a tie vote, 
the appeal is lost as a tie will not overrule the 
Chairman's decision. 

Voting - Voting may be done by voice vote, 
show of hands, or rising if the vote is doubtful. 
If a division of the assembly is called, 
members in favor rise and are counted, then 
opposed rise and are counted. You have the 
right to abstain and remain seated. 

Balloting - Voting by ballot may be 
done by general consent or majority vote. 
In any case where it may embarrass a 
member to declare his vote, voting by 
ballot is desirable. 

Majority Vote - Unless the By-Laws 
require a larger vote for adoption, a majority 
vote is sufficient to pass a motion. Usually a 
two-thirds vote is required to change the 
Constitution or By-Laws or expel a member 
from office or from the Organization.

Zucchini Bread 

1/2 C nuts 
1/2 C chopped dates 
ЗС flour 
1 tsp. baking soda 
1 tsp. salt 
1/2 tsp. baking powder 
3 tsp. cinnamon 
3 eggs 
2 C sugar 
1 C vegetable oil 
3 tsp. vanilla 
2 С raw grated zucchini 

Mix first 7 ingredients together. In 
another bowl, mix last 5 ingredients. 
Mix both bowls together; pour into 
preased loaf pans, bake at 350° for 1 
hour, or until done. Makes 2 loaves. 


Custard Pie 

1 can sweetened condensed milk 
1 1/02 C warm water 
4 eggs 
Pinch of salt 
1 tsp. vanilla 
1/2 € coconut (opl.) 
Pastry erust of your choice 

Using electric mixer, dissolve the 
warm water with the condensed milk. 
Beat the eggs real well; add to water 
and milk mixture. Add vanilla. Pour 
into crust. Bake at 425° for 10 minutes, 
lower oven to 375° and continue baking 
for 35 minutes or until finished.

We 
wish more dancers would write to us as 
well as CALLERLAB in regard to your 
thoughts about what we dance. It is 
difficult to answer your letter but I will 
try. First of all, everything that we 
suggest in this column and in Club 
Leadership Journal is Food For 
Thought as all of us, including 
CALLERLAB and American Callers 
Association, have the best interest of 
square dancing in mind when sugges- 
lions and decisions are made as an 
attempt to solve our poor new dancer 
retention rate. Why? Because new 
dancers are the life line of square 
dancing as we know it today. 

Now to J. B.'s letter - yes, I 
remember well when Coordinate, etc. 
were MS quartevlies It wascasy for us 
dancers to learn а new cal now and 
then and this is how most of today's 
Plus dancers became Plus dancers - 
they learned the Plus calls as MS 
quarterlies and never attended a Plus 
class. Yes, we had fun, but I can also 
remember the frustrations that a lot of 
dancers had with the quarterlies. 
Many complained back then that we 
do too much learning and not enough

the frustration of trying to learn 
coordinate and transfer the column on 
the same dance night. Yes, J. В. - many 
dancers had fun back then with the 
quarterlies but we never realized 
what we were doing to our efforts to 
attract new dancers and especially 
retain new dancers. 

To answer your question, “Ро you 
really think this re-shuffle will keep 
people in Mainstream?" - yes, I think it 
will keep many dancers in Mainstream 
where it is available. Unfortunately 
today there are many areas that do not 
have any Mainstream dances. This has 
to change and really only the callers 
can change it. They have to start 
Mainstream clubs all over the country 
and not rely on dancer run Mainstream 
clubs to provide Mainstream dances, 

Regarding J. B.'s thought about 
letting dancers vote on changes, I think 
dancer input is very important but to 
have dancers vote on changes, etc. 
would create a monster that is worse 
than what we have now. 1 recommend 
that dancers inform their club callers 
about their thoughts and concerns and 
have him communicate those thoughts

As Im writing this, the North 
Carolina State Convention is just 
around the corner and I've so much to 
do...will it all get done??? Oh yes, did I 
mention it's hot and humid here and 
some of us don't have the energy (we're 
moving slower) to get it all together, 
but it will happen!! 

This summer my granddaughter 
and | have been making several of 
those еше “barely there sun dresses." 
The pattern has three or more 
variations, some with spaghetti straps. 
While making these easy dresses it 
made me realize just how important 
interfacing is. At times when Гм 
making a square dance outfit | will take 
some shortcuts, shame on me but Гм 
guilly, and not use interfacing. Don't 
know why when the fusible is so easy to 
use. Anyway when you do as the 
patterns say and use the proper weight 
of interfacing...the total outcome is so 
much neater. The neckline lays just 
where and how it should and not that 
much time has been taken. 1 for one, 
have decided to take the time and make 
the effort of having my garments, 
whether square dance or street wear, 
look as put together as I possibly can. 
One word of caution...use the proper 
weight interfacing. If you use an 
interfacing that was made for a heavy 
weight fabric and you are sewing 
lightweight cotton or even challis it will 
just be too stiff with no softness. Some 
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fabrics need to 

retain their softness even with 
interfacing or even a lining. One of the 
dresses we made was of a very soft 
fluid fabric..luckily we tried some 
fusible interfacing on a scrap. Guess 
what? It puckered up. Then we decided 
to use regular sew in interfacing and 
the look we wanted came through. 

Now you are wondering how this 
ean apply to square dance sewing. The 
point is 10 always test interfacing, 
decorative stitching, embroidering, 
new stitches, decorative threads, what 
ever you are doing, test it on a serap. 
This may save you heartbreak later on. 

So let's talk sleeves.. 

1 found instructions for a very 
dressy sleeve variation, This came 
from one of the old, old Simplicity® 
prom dress patterns. Notice | said 
OLD. I found this pattern at a thrift 
store for ten cents. It was not the cor- 
rect size pattern but the sleeve looked 
interesting and hey 10 cents! You can 
use any set in sleeve pattern. Use the 
example shown for the placement of 
the ruffles. The pattern called for only 
five rows of ruffles and this is what 1 
did on my first attempt but on the sec- 
ond one I'm using seven rows. If you 
have Authentic& pattern #276, you 
can use that sleeve pattern since it has 
а banded sleeve.

Ruffle #1 38" X 3" 
Ruffle # 2 34" X3" 
Ruffle # 3 30" X 3" 
Ruffle # 4 42" X3" 
Ruffle # 5 46" X 3" 


Use a narrow rolled hem on your 
serger or a very narrow zigzag stitch on 
your machine for hemming the long raw 
edges. Gather all the ruffles and attach to 
sleeve by stitching along the gathering 
lines, starting at the top of each sleeve. 
Be sure not to stitch the ruffle on the 
seam allowance. If you want to use seven 
rows, just cut two more ruffles for each 
sleeve using a measurement of 48" X 3". 
These two ruffles will be added at the 
bottom of each sleeve. You finish the 
sleeve using either the band on pattern 
#276 or use a bias tape edging at the 
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Placement and 
stitching lines 
for ruffles 


bottom of the sleeve. Be sure that when 
you sewthe sleeveto the bodice you don't 
catch the ruffles in the stitching. This 
sleeve works great with sheer fabric. The 
fullness of the ruffles gives it body. 

I used the first sleeve on a dress 
pattern and am now making one using 
а blouse. The ruffles are of different 
colors that match the pattern in the 
skirt. So far it looks like an OK outfit. 
Try it and let me know.

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SPIN CHAIN & EXCHANGE 
THE GEARS

SPIN CHAIN AND EXCHANGE 
THE GEARS Do you know the true 
definition of this call? Most dancers 
think they do, but in fact they do not. 
The confusion arises due to poor 
wording of the CALLERLAB definition. 

The problem occurs with the 
wording of the definition when the star 
is formed. The CALLERLAB wording 
says the “outfacing points of the stars 
will be the leaders of the exchange” and 
that the star will turn 3/4, at which 
point these “leaders of the exchange” 
will lead the star out.... While this is 
indeed what happens, the wording 
muddies the waters, because it de- 
scribes the action whichis based on the 
true definition instead of giving the 
true definition precisely. 

The true definition is that after 
the star is formed, it turns 3/4, at 
which point a new ocean wave is 
formed in the middle of the set. It is 
the two centers of this ocean wave 





that lead everyone out. 

What happens if the caller says: 
"turn the star only 1/2?" Dancers who 
think it is always the out-facing point 
that will lead the star out will break 
down, because they will have no idea 
what the caller is talking about. These 
dancers have forgotten the "3/4"and 
instead are focusing on a certain 
person always leading the star, be- 
cause that was the focus of the wording 
of the definition. Dancers who under- 
stand the definition will have no 
problem with "turn the star only 1/2," 
because they will simply turn the star 
that amount and then look to see who 
the appropriate person is to lead out. 

Some dancers try to memorize 
positions instead of definitions. They 
would say: "If it's 3/4, the outfacing 
points lead the star out; if it's 1/2, it's 
the ends of the wave that lead out; if it's 
1/4 it's the in-facing point that leads 
out. These dancers now have three

who understands the call only has one 
thing to remember - the definition. 
Spin Chain & Exchange the Gears isa 
good example of the difference between 
Plus and Advanced. At Plus, the callers 
usually only give the call from the 
standard situation of the star turning 3/4 
and a girl leading the star out. At 
Advanced, the star can turn any fraction 
and either sex can lead the star out. 
Those at Advanced, upon hearing 
this for the first time, might say this is

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difficult, because they have not been 
trained to think correctly. They are 
trying to memorize every position for 
every variation of every сай, which is an 
impossible task. The reason Advanced 
dancing is very easy for some people is 
not because they are smarter, but 
because they know how to think - they 
understand the calls they are dancing. 

So, to be a good dancer, be lazy! 
Don't memorize a lot of positions for all 
the calls, instead only learn one thing 
for each call - the true definition.

Ready for another idea... 

Most ready to wear blouses come in 
solid colors. You can individualize а 
peasant blouse by making several ruffles 
and attaching them to the blouse. I used 
one ruffle for under the neck ruffle and 
the others on the sleeve ruffles. You can 
also add a small ruffle on top of the neck 
ruffle and then another wider one under 
the neck ruffle. This makes a sandwich 
of the original neck ruffle between the 
two ruffles you have made. For a v-neck, 
you can make a bias strip and sew it 
along the v-neck band. I bought one of 
those bias tape makers to make my own 
bias tape from the fabric I'm using. I 
must admit, it took some time to get this 
down right, the tape making, but I think 
once you customize an outfit it looks so 
professional, you'll do another. You can 
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also use a ruffle on the sleeves. Another 
way to dress-up a ready to wear blouse is 
to cut some appliques from the fabric you 
are coordinating it with. With the new 
items on the market for attaching two 
fabrics together..you may not need to 
even sew around the applique, since it 
fuses one fabric to another with a tight 
fuse and neat finish. The one product I 
used is Stitch Witchery Plus With Grid®, 
and as the name implies, comes with a 
grid backing. Hey...you saved some time 
by using a ready made blouse and now 
you have a one of a kind outfit, made with 
your touches. 

I'm sure some of you may have 
thought of these tips and even have 
other ways to spiff up your outfits so let 
me know what you're up to.

For the past few years, VAWSSDC 
discussions included whether to change 
the annual State Convention date from 
its usual Saturday before Mother's Day 
to the third Saturday in May and avoid 
that weekend conflict. But the impetus 
io actually do so came when it was 
decided that 2000 would be the last year 
to use Spaulding High School. 

Clubs meeting on that third Satur- 
day were advised of the switch and 
asked if they could please rearrange 
their schedule. Thus a new date and a 
new location! And lots of advertising! 
For the first time in ages, ads were 
placed in The Northeast Square 
Dancer. Officers, including Bud & Judy 
Clifford who were chairing the event, 
and others traveled far and wide telling 
of the change and distributing flyers. 
198 dancers from Florida, New York, 
Washington State and Canada came to 
join their New Engiand counterparts in 
the festivities at the Barre Town 
Elementary School. Many more dancers 
than we'd seen in a long time. Callers 
and cuers who donate their services are 
never counted in the total. The free on 
site expanded parking for self-con- 
tained units encouraged more campers. 

With a lovely big foyer and entrance 
way, there was plenty of room for 
registrants, tables for flyers, room for 
the “Second Hand Rose” shop manned 
by Pat Hunt as well as the LEGACY, 


Vermont, NE Square Dancer Magazine 
and Square Dance Foundation of New 
Engiand displays. 

Many of the answers to "Paul's 
Problems” (a VAWSSDC “20 questions” 
game - given to every registrant)) could 
be found as dancers studied the 
displays. The Green Mountain Callers 
Association even had a social room for 
its traditional May annual meeting 
before the square and round dancing 
began. Something new was a “Dance to 
the Last” at 4:30 for all attendees. The 
Squares were made up of 8 men or 8 
women. Dancing was mainstream. 
When a square made a mistake they had 
to stop dancing. The last square dancing 
earned a special dangle. 

During the evening ceremonies 10 
clubs with 6 couples or at least 5096 of 
their members present were presented 
a rosette for their banner. Almost all 
member clubs donated a door prize of a 
free ticket to their dance. Vermont 
residents, Dick & Vera Smith were 
acknowledged as this year's Yankee 
Clipper recipients. Jay & Sandy (who 
had broken her arm en route and spent 
a good part of her day at the hospital) 
Silva from the New England Convention 
also left the Vermont quilt block from 
their Sturbridge quilt. This block will 
travel to the different VAWSSDC clubs 
as a reminder to come down to the 44" 
New England Convention next April.

Music: Crooked Stovepipe or another well-phrased tune.

17-32 All swing partner 
33-48 All promenade partners 
49-64 Turn around, promenade the other way home 
Figure: 
1-5 Two ladies forward and back 
9-24 Same girls swing, while others circle six hands round them while they swing 
25-32 Break the ring and everybody swing 
33-40 Allemande left your corner, right hand round your own 
41-48 Do sa do your corner 
49-64 Everybody swing

specify an elbow swing for the men or let (as Devilish as Ralph could be) 
them work it out themselves — with sometimes interesting results, 
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| have just come from the МЕССА 


Clinic. This very informative event was 
open to both callers and club officers 
and dancers. It was organized by Chris 
Pinkham to follow up on last year's 
clinic. Mike Seastrom told us then 
about the success his groups have had 
with a new dancer program called the 
multieycle system. 

This multicyele system is designed 
to make more opportunities for new 
people to join in square dancing. 
Instead of starting programs for new 
dancers only once a year this system 
starts two or three times a vear and 
runs the learning programs side by 
side and usually on the same night. 

This vear's elinie was à set of 
presentations by clubs and callers that 
have been trying this new approach. 
The groups were the Riverside Squares 
from Danvers, MA, the Border City 
Squares from Nashua, NH, the Sage 
Swingers from Brunswick, ME, the 
Nauset SDC from Dennis, MA and the 
Mad Hatters from Danbury, CT. 

All of the groups were strongly 
pleased with the way the program ts 
working for them. They acknowledge 
that there are some real differences 


between the old style “classes” that 
they all used to sponsor and these new 
programs. The callers also agreed 
that the tight dancing schedule sends 
them home more tired than they were 
in the other system. They also agree 
that they go home exhilarated by the 
dancer enthusiasm. 

Some of the differences that the 
froups reported have to do with the 
need for a more flexible teaching 
pace, the need to accommodate 
singles and younger people and the 
need to keep better records. They 
also report that these programs 
could include singles more effectively 
than the classic beginners classes of 
their past. One problem was finding a 
place for their new dancers to dance 
when they started at some time other 
than September. 

The Mad Hatters have been work- 
ing this system for five vears. They 
have a growing club and new dancer 
programs that puy for themselves and 
even contribute to the club treasury. 
When asked about the imbalance 
between women and men in a new 
group they responded that many of 
their people can dance equally com-

I was disappointed that there 
wasn't a larger representation from 
groups not already familiar with this 
system. All callers received an invita- 
tion to take part. Dancers were invited 
through ads in this magazine. Still, 
most of the dancers there were from 
groups already working this system. 
Many of the callers, also, were either 
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part of the NECCA leadership or were 
directly involved with groups working 
this system now. 

It seems that much of modern 
western square dancing wants to hide 
from reality. A successful future for 
square dancing will require that we be 
open to new ways. We can't know 
what these new ways may be but we 
must be willing to at Jeast consider 
some changes.

This article will 
attempt to give you some ideas and if 
anyone out there has any more to pass 
on, please let me know. 

Your local square dance shop can 
help you with а Базе white circle skirt. 
One is made by Malco Modes and is very 
reasonably priced. Now all you have to 
dois add some appliques here and there. 
If you don't sew, there are many stick on 
appliques that really work. You use a 
product called R-11 Magic that is 
available at most fabric and craft stores 
where you can also purchase many 
different appliques. Just follow the 
directions and this product really works. 

Now for your partners shirt....just 
use an applique on the front yoke and 
on the back voke, Preferably two 


corygeis@nb.net 
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smaller ones on the front and one а 
little larger in the back. A nice touch 
would be to pick up a color in the 
applique for the color of your partners 
tie, Another skirt that lends itself to 
trims is the gore skirt in a solid color. 
You can sew, hand sew, or use R-11 to 
attach appliques to the different 
panels. This is a perfect way to have a 
theme skirt, such as using Christmas 
decorations on each panel. For your 
partners shirt..you guessed it...trim 
the yokes. If you are a beginner sewer 
than you CAN add rickrack, lace, 
ribbons or what ever you feel is you, to 
either of these skirts. You can dress up 
any of the basic solid color skirts and 
blouses with trims of your choice. One 
of the smartest DRESSED UP outfits 
was made with a basic black outfit that 
the dancer had fixed up with rows and 
rows of gold rickrack. There was 
rickrack on the ruffle edges on the 
skirt and even sewn on the seam line 
up the gores of the skirt. The blouse 
was trimmed with the gold on the neck 
ruffle and the sleeve ruffles, and 
topped with gold bows placed here and 
there on the ruffle of the skirt and one 
at the center of the blouse neck ruffle, 
Her partners shirt was black with 
some small gold applique and he wore 
а gold lamé tie. This was some sharp 
outfit...real classy with a western flair. 
For beginner sewers... 

А basic gore skirt pattern can be 
purchased from several mail order 
shops. The basic skirt pattern and 
others ean be ordered from Aron's 
Square Dance Shop. The ideas are 
endless on making this basic skirt. 
Just let your ereativeness take over. 
When our granddaughter started 
square dancing, we purchased the 
Authentie pattern # 318. This pattern 
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is for a very simple eight gore skirt and 
basic peasant blouse. The first skirt 
she made only had one ruffle on the 
bottom, and as she gained confidence 
in all that gathering she added two or 
three ruffles on the bottom. The blouse 
was also easy for her as a beginner 
sewer, (This is the basic gore skirt 
pattern that Гизе. It adapts very well to 
all the different ideas.) 

А basiccircle skirt can be made from 
several different directions. For a 
beginner, it might be best to make your 
own circle skirt pattern. The following 
is a reprint from the booklet | prepared 
for the Sewing Clinic for the North 
Carolina State Convention. Yot can use 
your imagination for the trims , etc. 

Regular Way.... 

Make a pattern, place the point of a 
compass at the upper left hand corner 
of tracing paper, (Christmas wrap 
works well or use newspaper), and 
draw out a 5” corner. Lay one end of a 
yardstick up aguinst this curved pencil 
line; mark your length at the other end 
at 23 1/2" (or your petticoat length plus 
2 1/2" ) Lift the yard stick and set down 
again a few times, marking as you go 
from one edge to the other. Mark 2 
notches on the upper left hand side of 
the pattern and cut pattern piece out at 
curved line markings. Open out 2 1/2 
yards of fabric and refold so that the full 
width is folded. Mark waistband and lay 
pattern on fabric so one side is along 
the fabric fold line and the other side 
butts up against waistline mark. Cut 
out waistband; then eut out pattern 
piece. Lay pattern out again and cut. 
Waist band can now be trimmed to your 
correct waist size plus a few inches for 
button and buttonhole, With right sides 
together, sew all seams leavinga side or 
back upper seam open for a zipper. Sew 
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in zipper, attach waistband, add 
button and make buttonhole; let skirt 
hang overnight before hemming. When 
ready to hem....turn up a narrow hem 
on your sewing machine or a rolled 
hem on your serger. 

Easy Way..-. 

You may want to cut a pattern for 
the circle skirt but I find that I can just 
use а measuring tape and cut it out 
quieker than using a pattern. A basic 
circular skirt can 
be made very 
easy using a com- 
pass and yard 
stick (or mea- 
suring tape). 
Fold fabric in 
lialf so !hat raw 
edges are to- 
gether. Measure 
using а compass 
(or ribbon if 
you've already 
marked it) down 
from the corner 
the desired waist 
measurement, 
mark from edge to edge. From this line 
measure for the length using the 
yardstick, measuring tape or ribbon, 
the desired length (allowing for а 5/5" 
hem). Mark from edge to edge. You will 
сш 2 of these. one on the fold of fabric. 


Fabric 





the other on fabrie that is doubled, so 
you will have 3 pieces, a front and two 
backs. You can also cut 2 of these on 
the fold so you will only have a front 
and back. Cut a waistband and attach. 

One of the prettiest skirts you can 
make for square dancing is the circular 
skirt with a bottom ruffle. The ruffle is 
added for aricher, fuller look, while the 
circular top gives a smooth look to your 
waistline. The ruffle should measure 
at least 8" deep 
when finished. 
You will need 2 3/ 
4to3 yards of 45" 
fabric for a circu- 
far skirt and 
ruffles. 

Hope this 
“back to basics” 
has been a help. 
Sometimes we 
get too compli- 
cated, when re- 
ally a simple pat- 
lern, trimmed 
just right is re- 
ally a sharp out- 
fit on the dance floor. 

Now get ready for all the NEW 
DANCERS and be ready to help them 
just as we were helped when we were 
NEW DANCERS. Remember??!!

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H ave you ever tried to make bagels? ] have been making my own bagels for 
a few months now, and I have fun doing it. If you start off with this recipe you ean 
add anything to it. I used my bread machine to make a simple dough. They are 


easy to make. 


Basic Egg Bagels 
1 make the recipe for a one pound 
dough. 
3/4 C water 
| egg or 2 egg whites 
1 1/2 Tbs vegetable oil 
1 Tbs sugar 
3/4 tsp salt 
2 1/2 € bread flour 
1 1/2 tsp active dry yeast 


If you want flavor, | add У a pkg of 
dry salad dressing, any kind you like. 1 
like an onion and or garlic powder. | put 
all ingredients in my bread machine and 
turn on to dough. When done, | turn 
dough on a lightly Noured board. Knead 
dough by hand till ready to roll out. You 
may have to add a little water if dough is 
dry, or a little flour if wet, Just a little bit. 

Push dough down with palms of 
your hands and roll or pat till about 
1/2 or 3/4 inch thick. Cut with a round 
glass and put a hole in the middle with 
your finger. | cut about 10-20 bagels. 
Have a pot of boiling water ready and 
drop 3 or 4 for about 40 seconds. 
Remove and place on paper towels for 
a few minutes. Spray cookie sheet with 
non stick vegetable spray. Place each 
bagel on pan. Bake at 400° for 20-25 
minutes or until tops are golden brown. 

You can glaze with vegetable spray, 
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ог beaten egg whites with 1 Tbs of 
water. Also, poppy seeds, sesame 
seeds, onion, garlic, salt or kosher salt 
may be added. 

I have fun making these and love 
toasting them for breakfast.

As I sit at my keyboard to write this 
article the tragic events of September 
{1 are still constantly in everyone's 
thoughts. Our nation and each of us 
individually was attacked. For many 
young people this was a very new 
experience, For a large share of the 
modern square dance community it 
was not as unfamiliar. Many of us can 
remember back even to Pearl Harbor. 

The book “Bowling Alone” that I 
have mentioned before in this column 
describes a community togetherness 
that it calls social capital. The author 
believes that this quality was strongly 
implanted in those who lived through 
WW IL It aceounts for the kind of 
strong community groups that were 
common all over our country in the first 
couple of decades after that war. He 
suggests that there was a feeling of 
patriotism and national pride that 
grew out of our wartime experience. 
That pride was expressed as a wide 
interest in things that were part of our 
American heritage. One of these was 
square dancing. 

Over the last few decades we have 
all seen many examples of a reduced 
community spirit. Now, at the end of 
September in 2001, we have felt it come 
rushing baek. Thousands - millions of 


people all over America have searched 
for ways to help. The giving, volunteer- 
ing, blood donations and many other 
expressions of our concern for eaeh 
other have reached a peak that we 
would not have thought possible only a 
couple of weeks ago. 

No one would wish for such a 

‘alamity. No value that might be found 
in it is worth the horrible price. But, 
having paid the price, let us not fail to 
learn what it has to tell us about 
ourselves, We need each other. We 
care about each other and there are 
many ways we can show that. 

One of the best things about modern 
square dancing is the way it brings us 
together. Our clubs are small commu- 
nities where we share and саге. Many 
square dancers have been generous 
both-in-groups-and individually in 
support of the vietims of the September 
attack. They have also been supportive 
of each other in troubled times. 

As we start the new dancer season 
let's be sure that we offer an open 
community to those who have de- 
cided to try our recreation. It's not 
how many calls they can learn each 
week that's important. We want them 
to be part of our community. Extend

Meet again to start from beginning. 

17-24 Repeat 1-16 sequence. 

24-32 As partners do the four step-hops this time, do the steps with both hands 

joined and roll down the LOD turning under own arms. 

33-40 Repeat forward sehottische steps (1-16) 

40-48 Each dancer does a “dishrag whirl” on the four step-hops. (holding inside 

hands; have the lady turn under first followed by the gent) 

49-56 Repeat forward schottische steps. 

57-64 Girls do 4 backward step-hops to meet a new partner, while Men do step- 

hops in place. 

Note: Take a good deep breath before you start that one.

The solution to the problem of 
declining interest and membership in 
the square dance activity does not 
seem to be reaching any kind of a 
reasonable conclusion on a national 
basis.

I've worn it several times and am happy 
with the way it hangs and swirls while 
dancing, This made me want to drag 
out that Be-Dazzler and add some nail- 
heads ог studs to another skirt. Well, I 
did just that and even added some to à 






plain white 
blouse to 
make it special and matching. It looks 
great and now I'm on to adding some 
nail-heads to a vest for THE MAN. A 
word of caution...this is time 
consuming work. Not a project that just 
zips by, and don't forget to have a plan 
in mind. Mine was done on the hem 
bottom of the skirt and on the hem of 
the blouse ruffle. I want to make 
something with a design but haven't 
found the right pattern for placement 
of the nail-heads. Most of the ones 
that came with the Be-Dazzler are of 
anchors, comets, fish. lips; you get 
the picture...not what I had in mind 
for a square dance outfit or even a 
prairie skirt. I'll let vou know how 
this turns out.

her and she proudly showed me that the 
skirt she had on ...she made. It was a 
gored skirt with an autumn motif. | was 
proud of her. I think its great that our 
young people are into square 
dancing...and sewing too! 

At that same dance | saw an outfil 
that had a trim that I have been 
working on for a Christmas outfit. Let 
me tell you about this technique. It's 
called stippling. Its machine stitching 
ina pattern or freehand on а solid color 
background with a contrasting thread 
or even the metallic threads. Stippling 
is usually done in quilting with a 
backing but can be done on single 
thickness fabric. I'm working on a 
bodice using this technique in red and 
green for the stitching threads. | 
traced and then stitehed the design on 
the fabric before I cut out the pattern 
piece. Somewhere I read that the 
stitching takes up some of the fabric 
so be sure to stitch first. The outfit 
that I saw this past weekend used this 
very same idea.
